First Arrests on Indictments 
Returned by Springfield 
Grand Jury. 





EXPECT ANOTHER TODAY 





Both Prisoners Blacksmiths— 
Their Case Regarded as 
a Test. 





SPRINGFIELD, Mo.,. June 6.—Two of 
the 22 persons indicted for participating 
in the lynching of three negroes here 
on the night of April 14 were arrested 
yesterday afternoon. In the absence of 
Sheriff Horner, Deputies Carr, Mack 
and Dyer arrested J. H. Gooch and 
Daniel D. ~- Gatbraith, blacksmiths, 
charged with murder in the first degree, 
and they are now in Jail. It is under- 
stood that another arrest will be made 
today. 

Gooch and Galbraith are middle-aged 
and have lived in Springfield all their 
lives. The former is a Republican and 
unmarried. Galbraith is a Democrat 
‘and has a wife and two children. The 
arrest of these two men is the first ac- 
tion the loeal authorities have taken on 
the indictments returned some time ago 
by the special grand jury, which con- 
sumed five weeks in the investigation of 
the triple lynching. 

Prosecuting Attorney Patterson has 
declined to say anything concerning the 
case since his return a few days ago 
from Kansas City, where he had a long 
interview with Attomhey-General Had- 
ley. It is believed, however, that it is 
not his intention to cause the arrest of 
all the indicted mob leaders at this 
time, “especially should Judge Lincoln 
decline to permit them to give bond 
while held for murder in the first de- 
gree. 

About all that is known concerning 
the plans of the prosecution is that 
Frosecutor Patterson and the Assist- 
ant Attorney-General have agreed 
what cases shall proceed to. trial 
first. All the cases which the authori- 
ties elect to try will be set for the 
fourth Monday in July, which is the 
opening day of the regular term of 
Criminal Court. Attorney-General 
Hadley has offered to come and per- 
sonally lend his assistance in the 
prosecution, . Pec 
: Threatened More Violence. 

“At the time the grand jury conclud- 
éd its labors and it became known 
that a big batch of indictments had 
been returned, threats were freely 
heard that when arrests were made 
an effort would be made to liberate 
the prisoners. 

Sheriff Horner, who is on his way 
to New Castle, Wyo., for Willis King, 
a prisoner, who escaped from Jail the 
night it Was\attacked by the mob, 
left instructions to his deputies and 
turnkeys to double the guard at the 
Jail in the event the slightest indica- 
tion of trouble follows. 

The law-abiding element of Spring- 
field does not fear any further trou- 
ble, although it is generally believed 
that it will be a difficult matter to 
secure a jury to try the alleged lynch- 
ers.

NEW YORK LIFE’S REPORT. 


Figures Given by Accountants 
Who Examined the Com- 
pany’s Books. 


The special committee of the New 
York Life Insurance Co., known as the 
“Fowler committee,’ has received and 
presented to the board of trustees a 
balance sheet, as of Dec. 31, 1905, pre- 
pared by the Chartered and Certified 
Public Accountants employed some 
months ago. Messrs. Haskins & Sells, 
and Price, Waterhouse & Co. have veri- 
fied the assets of the institution and 
made up its liabilities from independent 
sources and without relation to the 
statement presented by the company’s 
president in January last. 

After adding $7,200,000 additional re- 
serve to the sum called for by the laws 
of the State of New York, they certify 
that they find a balance available for 
dividends and contingencies in excess of 
$54,000,000. This balance is larger than 
the one shown by the company in its 
last annual statement. 

While the items making up the bal- 
ance sheet of the accountants do not 
run along lines exactly parallel with the 
items in the company’s statement, there 
is a gxeneral correspondence. The only 
material change by the accountants is 
to add nearly three milliens of dollara 
to what the company claimed. The only 








countants is made up of what is known 
as Deferred Premiums, and in this they 
differ with the Insurance Department. 
In making its return to the State, the 
company will be obliged to include de- 
ferred premiums. 

Broadly speaking, the accountants 
have found the assets of the company, 
not only intact as a whole, but intact in, 
detail, and worth more than the com 
pany claimed.

Gregory Maxim, who for. two months 
was the president of the revolu- 
tionary Baltic Republic during what 
is known in Russia as the October 
Gave. @ itn. ovis to  ap- 
sit. When seen at the Laclede Hotel 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter, Maxim 
said: 

‘“T would rather speak to you of my 
mission first, because all other things 
are of minor importance when com- 
pared with this. What we did is all 
right in its way, but what we have to 
do yet, and we hope we will do it, is 
the question that concerns us most at 
present. I came to America, not be- 
cause I had to leave Russia. If the 
Russian Government is looking for a 
revolutionist, that is not sufficient rea- 
son for him to leave the country. 

“T could and would have stayed there 
in spite of the Government's looking 
for me. But the General Federation of 
the revolutionary organizations, known 
as “The Bund,” asked me to 60 to 
America, and I went. 

Russia Not Yet Free. 


“My mission here is this. We want 
to make it clear to the Americans 
that Russia is not a free country yet. 
We feel that it is our duty to let the 
civilized world know that a revolu- 
tion is bound to break out in Russia, 
and it will rage with more fury than 
the one which the outside world 


thinks is over. 

“The masses &re not quiet and can- 
not be so, because nothing was given 
them up to this time. This for the 
Americans. To the Jews we want to 


make it clear that the days of massa- 
cres are not passed. The\ coming 
revolution will naturally fal heavy 


on the Jews. The Russian vern- 
mént will again organize massacres 
against the children of Israel to di- 
vert the attention of the suffering 
peasants and working men. 

"We want them to help us now to 
avert as much bloodshed as possible. 
We are certain that after the massa- 
cres the Jews and Americans both will 
send money to the suffering onphans 
and widows. This is very good. But is 
jt not better to give money before, 80 
that the massacres should be avoided? 
This can be done if we had enough 
money to use in the protection of the 
persecuted people and if we could car- 
ry on a work of propaganda among the 
peasants and workers of Russia so as 
to make them understand that all prov- 
ocations against another nation are car- 
ried on by the Government in order to 
keep the masses in ignorance and mis- 


ery. 
rhis is the mission I have been en- 
trusted by the General Federation of 
Revolutionist organizations. I have car- 
ried their word to many American cities 
and expect to keep on carrying it for 
just as long as I am asked to do s0. 
“About ten years ago I entered the 
revolutionist movement. And on entering 
the revolutionist movement became 
very active, as indeed we all do when we 
once enter. Shirkers have no room in 
the Russian revolutionary movement, 
For my activity I was sent to soll- 
tary confinement twice for lengthy

months Riga lived absolutely independ- 
ent from the Russian Government’s In- 
terference. We had our own militia. If 
anything happened, our militia. was 
called and our tribunal took up the 
cases. You see we had organized a com- 
mittee which was known as the Federal 
Committee of the Russian Social Dem- 
ocratic organizations, of which I was 
the president. Our political meetings 
during the two months were free. We 
spoke in the open air, like you people 
do here in America. Audiences were ad- 
dressed daily in eight languages, and I 
had to run ‘from one meeting to the oth- 
er many times in order to address the 
various audiences. 

“Here I will show you how we kept 
sway over the people. We issued orders 
like this here for instance. I will trans- 
late this for you. 


‘All stealing, burning of houses and 
shooting is strictly prohibited. 

“*Those inciting people to rob, steal, 
shoot, fight or incendiarism, will be con- 
sidered as provocators hired by the 
Czarist Government and will be dealt 
with as spies. 

“*No soldiers or gendarmes are al- 
lowed to enter the houses of citizens at 
night. Janitors who will allow soldiers 
to enter private homes at night wiil be 
considered as offenders. 

““*No one is allowed to ask for pass- 
ports. 

“During the general strike, grocers 
or merchants in general raising prices 
of products will be considered as law- 
breakers and traitors of the cause of 
freedom. 

‘No rents shall be paid during the 
general strike. The general. strike 
being a movement for the benefit of 
all Russians, the landlords must bear 
their share of the burden. 

“You see, all these things were 
necessary. By such orders we man- 
aged to keep everything in shape.

PRICELESS RELICS 
OF LINCOLN BURN 


Famous Collection Destroyed in 
W. H. Lambert's Phila- 
delphia Home. 


Special to the Post-Dispateh. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 6.—The al- 
most priceless collection of Lincoln rel- 
ics belonging to Maj. William H. Lam- 
bert was destroyed by fire early here 
Tuesday. 

Maj. Lamhert and his wife and eldest 
daughter are attending a peace conven- 
tion at Lake Mohonk, N. Y. 

The Lincoln Museum, a large room, 
was a mass of flames when discovered, 
but Miss Edith Lambert and a maid, 
with the garden hose and a fire ex- 
tinguisher, fought the flames until the 
arrival of the engines. The firemen 
guickly subdued the blaze, but not until 
the Lincoln room had been completely 
ruined. 

The collection contained 1000 volumes 
of Lincotn’s own library, his. private 
desk and three chairs once belonging to 











him. more than five hundred _ books, 
treating on Lincoln’s career, several 
hundred original Lincoln manuscripts 


and a collection of original manuscripts 
of Thackeray.

HE'S A BANKRUPT 


Claim Criminal Methods Drove 
Washington Independent 
to the Wall.

WASHINGTON, June 6.—Lawrence 
S. Nicolai, an independent oil dealer, 
whose place of business is almost 
within the shadow of the dome of the 
Capitol, has been driven to the wall 
by the Standard Oil Co.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 6.—The fol- 
lowing resolutions were unanimously 
adopted by tne Commercial Club at a 
meeting Tuesday night: 

“Resolved, That immediate steps be

$648,100 on Wrong 
Side of Ledger. 


Referee Coles will hear testimony, 
Friday relative to the claims of per- 
sons who bought preferred stock of 
the Tennent Shoe Co. after it was in- 


solvent. In the course of testimony 
of the company’s former bookkeeper 
and credit man, James H. Jones, it 
developed that these stockholders de- 
Sire to be regarded as creditors and 
demand that the money paid for stock 
be returned to them. 

During the bankruptcy hearing 
Tuesday, Jones described in detail the 
Bystem of false entries employed az 
the company. He told how 9648,1 
of debts and expenditures were kept 
as assets, and how I O U’s were car- 
ried in the money drawers as cash. 
Jones was in the employ of the com- 
pany for 17 years, while his brother 
was cashier. 

Counted among the assets of the 
firm, instead of the profit and loss ac- 
count, was the entry of $282,100 for 
traveling men’s expenses, Jones said. 

The witness told how the surplus of 
$191,000 of the company included 
$150,000, listed as “good will.” He 
als6 told how bad debts of the com- 
pany, amounting in all to $92,000, had 
never been charged off the books and 
were listed as assets. Other items 
listed as assets, he said, were $4000 
paid for a merchant's license and 
$3000 expended for an exhibit at the 
World's Fair. Jones testified that 
John H. Tennent, president of the 
company, knew the condition of af- 
fairs and that these items were kept 
among the assets at the express or- 
der of Tennent. 

Jones also said %hat Tennent- had 
sold a portion of the firm's preferred 
stock, and that “Jack” Tennent, who 
recently committed suicide, had 
charge of the stock~ books, in which 
was kept a record of stock sold and 
the disposition of the money thus 
raised. 

He told how James H. Hoskins, for 
a short time a director in the com- 
pany, became suspicious and demand- 
ed trial balances. 
finally furnished, he did not ask for 
more. The payment of $40,000 to Lit- 
tle & Hays for brokerage fees came 
out in the testimony, as well as the 
expenditure of $5600 for attorneys’ 
fees. Both of these items figured as 
assets instead of profit and loss. 

Jones said the company was in- 
solvent from October last until Jan- 
uary, when the exposure came, 


MR. LITTLE DISCUSSES 
TESTIMONY OF JONES. 


William C. Little of the brokerage 
firm of Little & Hayes, discussing the 
testimony of James H. Jones, former 
bookkeeper for the Tenent Shoe Co., 
that the brokers were paid $40,000 in com- 
missions for the sale of preferred stock, 
said Wednesday: 

“We, of course, had no access to, or 


control of their books, and know not 
what entries may have been made con- 
cerning us, but from the many inregu- 
larities in the books of the comapny, 
admitted by Mr. Jones, aggregating seV- 
eral hundred thousand dollars, it is per- 
haps fortunate we were not charged 
with a much larger amount than the 
sum named, 

“It is true we were to be allowed a 
commission of 10 per cent on our sales of 
the stock, when completed, but as we 
had over $40,000 of the stock unsold when 
the collapse came, on which we had ad- 
vanced 8 to 90 per cent, as a matter of 
fact we did not enjoy the possession of 
any portion of the commission, and by 
reason of the large amount of stock left 
on our hands, we are by far the largest 
losers of any holder of said stock; which 
can be shown conclusively to anyone 
who may doubt it. 

‘We will simply add, in passing, that 
before the exposure of the true condi- 
tion of the affairs of the company, 
which was made by us in the interests 
of the stockholders and creditors of the 
company alike, we were insisting upon 
an examination of the books of the com- 
pany by public accountants, and as we 
were pressing Mr. Tennent to do this, 
he offered to take up all the stock held 
by us, provided we would drop the mat- 
ter. We replied that unless he took up 
the whole amount of preferred stock, 
not only what we held, but what he had 
sold to others, that, we would insist upon 
the examination. He declined to do this 
and we continued in our demands until 
the examination was made, the results 
of which are now known.”’

FRENZY OF CLEANING 
ALONG WHISKY CHUTE 
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East Side Packing Plants are Scenes of Busy Painting and Scrub- 
bing, and the New and Heretofore Unthoughtof 
Cuspidors Furnish Many a Merry Jest. 


In timely preparation for a possible 
investigation like that made by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's commission in Chica- 
go’s packingtown, East St. Louis pack- 
ers have begun housecleaning on a 
grand scale. 

Unsightly partitions of grease-covered 
and rotting wood have been ripped out. 
Paint and whitewash have been used— 
sparingly, ‘tis true—through at least 
one of the big plants. 

Floors have been scraped and 
scrubbed, and men are placed on watch 
to see thag no meat is allowed to skid 
about upon the floor. 

The greatest innovation, and the one 
that strikes the packing house em- 
ployes as most humorous, isgthe placing 
of cuspidors on the floor in the killing 
room and other departments. 


The Kast St. Louis packing house dis- 
trict has never been known Dy a de- 
scriptive name, such as “Packingtown,” 
but extending on one side of it Is 
“Whisky Chute,”” probably so named be- 
cause every other business establish- 
ment is a saloon. At the end of Whis- 
ky Chute is thé “The Bucket of Blood.” 

Up in a commons in this district is 
a heap of old lumber ripped out of the 
Nelson Morris plant, which faces on 
Whisky Chute. The lumber is unsight- 
ly, and is rotted almost to pieces. In 


the belated spring housecleaning these 
partitions have been taken out, 

Viewing the plant from the outside, 
One sees where the side wall, the guard 
rails and all parts of the plant visible 
have been whitewashed or painted. 
Great -quantities of paint were bought 
and used in the job, yet apparently not 
an ounce was wasted on any one place, 
for the coat applied is very thin. 

Inside all the big plants the same 
frenzied housecleaning is being carried 
on, employes say. Machinery, chutes, 
tables and floors are being scrubbed. 

But ‘the huge joke is the cuspidors. 
Who ever heard of cuspidors in a big 
Slaughter house? Surely no packing- 
house employe even thought of them un- 
til they were installed within the past 
few days, 

‘Now we have to spit in the general 
direction of the cuspidor,”’ said one of 
the butchers at a big plant to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Wednesday. ‘We 
néver thought of that before. In the 
past the floor caught everything. If a 
piece of meat happened to fall on the 
floor it didn’t make any difference to 
us. he meat was never condemned for 
that. 

‘When my partner and I saw the cus-) 
idors, we just lay back and laughed; 
t was so funny. The boss asked me 
what I was laughing at. I told him I 
was laughing at a joke I heard at a 
theater last week. 

“That business is only a bluff. It 
won't last long. After this thing blows 
over they will be taken out. But I’m 
glad they are cleaning up—there’s plenty 
of chance to.”’

Ww. <A. Reeves, former department 
manager for Armour & Co., says the 
packers carry diseased meat business 
on their books under the head of “‘sac- 
rificed meat.” The packers allow and 
even instruct their agents to ‘“‘stuif 
orders, that is, to send customers more 
than they order, taking the chance that 
it will be kept and paid for. Often it 
is returned. This returned meat is de- 
teriorated and at some branch houses 
a man is kept for the special work of 
“curing’’ this meat by doctoring it. It 
is this meat that is carried on the 
“‘sacrificed’’ account. 

Reeves is authority for the statement 
that while he was manager of the 
branch houses of Armour & Co. at Du- 
luth, Minneapolis and eeport, Iil., 
he keptsthis spoiled meat going back 
and forth between the office and the 
customers’ places until he finally dis- 
posed of it, even though he had to sell 
it for 1 cent a pound. 


Veal Stew. 


‘There are always places that will 
buy any kind of meat,” he said, “if the 
price is only low enough. The packers 
know that this is so and we are in- 
structed to stuff orders and thus sell 
quickly, if we can, and if the meat is 
sent back we are given allowances for 
the reduced prices that we must 4ac- 
cept.’’ 

John Turner, who handled vile meats 
for the packers, said: 

“Some of this is so bad that it will 
keep only a few hours. The commission 
men will let it go at almost any price 
after 48 hours, and I have delivered 
some of it that was so putrid it only 
brought 2 cents a pound. Many river 
lodging houses, saloons and restaurants 
and places where laborers eat are the 
places to which such meat is sold and 
even some restaurants in’ the loop dis- 
trict buy it. I have delivered veal that 
I would not allow to touch my clothes, 
which the men in the restaurant kitch- 
en said was mixed with onions and 
spices and sold as veal 
stew.”’ 


PRACTICALLY NO MEAT 
SOLD IN PHILADELPHIA. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. ; 

PHILADELPHIA, June 6.—The re- 
sult of President Roosevelt’s message 
to Congress and the publication of the 
Neil report on Chicago slaughter 
house conditions, caused Philadel- 
phia’s supply of western , dressed 
meats to be cut to an unprecedented 
degree today. 

“We will have to cut down on our 
orders for a while,” said one of the 
Delaware avenue representatives of 
the Beef Trust today. ‘The people 
are balking at Western meats as tne 
outcome of all the agitation about 
the packing house conditions, and 
this Neil report has, virtually put us 
out of business.” \ 

inquiry at restaurants and hoteis 
reveals the fact that very little meats 
are ordered: by customers, and canned 
goods are tabooed altogether. 


MEAT SALES SLUMP 
BADLY IN BALTIMORE 


BALTIMORE, June 6—An increased 
demand for ‘‘Baltimore killed’’ beef was 


the immediate effect* of the packing 
house report. The sales as a whole, 
however, have greatly fallen off. 

Dr. John Fulton, secretary o® the 
State Board of Health, complains of the 
insufficiency of the inspection. The 
State Board, which has only one in- 
spector for all the work to be done in 

aryland, confines itis efforts almost en- 
tirely to Baltimore and its environs. 

Most of the beef supplies of the coun- 
ties are shipped through here. There 
are 200 slaughter houses ‘in Baltimore. 
The three city inspectors last month 
condemned 10,000 pounds of beef. Some 
time ago 80,000 pounds of sausage were 
shipped back to Kansas Cily, by order 
of the local inspectors.

BIG PACKERS 
SPECULATED IN 
TAINTED MEAT 


Keen Competition for ‘Down- 
ers,” Lumpy Jawed and 
Diseased Cattle. 








BIG GAINS IF THEY PASS 
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Getting Animals by the Inspec- 
tor Furnishes the Element 
of Chance. 


Speculation in “downers,” lumpy 
jawed and diseased cattle in the East 
St. Louis Stockyards, madg lively until 
recently by the competifién of big and 
Small packers, but limited to the small 
packers since.recent exposures, was de- 
scribed to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Wednesday by Christ Metz, proprietor 
of a butcher shop at First street and 
St. Clair avenue, Kast St. Louis, 

The chance of getting the diseased 
meat past the inspector gives the busi- 
ness its speculative feature. The ani- 
mals, called ‘‘downers” because of their 
inability to stand, are bid in from the 
shipper, and are slaughtered for meat 
if they get by the inspectors. They are 
killed for hide and carcass if they fail 
to pass. In the latter case the big 
packer stands to lose little; the small 
packer somewhat more. 

Metz began ag a boy in the packing 
houses, and became assistant superin- 
tendent of one. Two" years ago. he 
joined the effort to uni8nize the pack- 
ing-house forces, and after the strike 
found himself permanently blacklisted. 

“They have intimidated others,”’ said 
Metz, “‘but I'm not afraid of them. Oth- 
ers may be afraid to tell what they 
know, but I’m not. 


“There have been small packing 
houses here that made a business of 


buying up downer cattle and hogs. The 
big houses were after the downers so 
hard until @ Short time ago that the 
other fellows couldn’t get any. They are 
opel the market so strong for them 

‘““There’s one packing house that has 
Government inspection that gets a high 
percentage of downers. They must be 
just able to pass inspection, because 
the inspector passes them, puts the 
Government seal on them and they go 
on the market just the same as any 
other meat. 

* Went for Food, Anyway. 

I was working in this house to help 
out last summer when we killed a car- 
load of hogs that was rejected by the 
big packers. I was told by the boss 
that the big firms wouldn't take them. 
They must have been pretty bad if they 
wouldn't take them. They went on the 
market for food just the same. 

The packer that buys downers and 
cripples does it on speculation. He 
doesn’t pay much, and if the animal 
does not pass inspection he gets money 
for the hide and for the carcass as fer- 
tilizer. If he can get it past the Gov- 
ernment inspector he wins big stakes. 
It’s a regular gamble. 

‘I know men in packing houses make 
it their business to get questionable 
carcasses past the inspector. Sometimes 
they talk long eno to cOnvince him 
the carcass is all right.

Then Fitz woke up. He got to his 
feet, staggered around and covered up 
so skillfully that Choynski could not 
finish him. In the hex round Fitz 
came out strong—and m He walloped 
Joe around the ring. until the police 
climbed in and stopped the bout to save 
his life. So the Parson's coup failed.

The Jail, built 3% years ago to meet the needs of a city of half the

present population and unsanitary, even in its best days, is now crumbling

The present Jail, Four Courts and Old City Hall are a standing 


with decay. The rotting masonry and rusting bars have been repaired 
until they have become unsafe. The building is seriously lacking in ventil- 
ation and the necessary accommodations which should be furnished even 
to the city’s criminals. 

During the past eight years more than $21,000 has been spent in repairs 
on this building alone, and immediate and extensive repairs will have to 
be made if the bond issue does not carry. The present quarters have ac- 
commodations for not more than 350 prisoners, a crowded condition which 
compels the lightest offender to associate with the most hardened crim- 
inal. St. Louis should have a modern, sanitary commodious Jail, capable 
of accommodating at least 600 prisoners. The new building should be 
equipped with those featurés which will permit a thorough classification 
of the prisoners and thus mitigate the influence of hardened criminals on 
those who have taken their first step in crime. 

THE FOUR COURTS UNHEALTHFUL AND UNSAFE, 

For the past four years the grand juries have uniformly condemned 
the Four Courts as unhealthful, unsanitary and unsafe and a disgrace to 
the city. The foundations are crumbling, the three domes threaten to col- 
lapse at any moment, the roof leaks badly and the entire structure is unfit 
for occupancy. 

The ordinary. transaction of the Duginess of the courts, civil, criminal 
and police, is seriously hampered by the lack of room and sufficient and 
modern facilities. 

During the past eight years more than $2,000 has been spent for 
necessary repairs on the Four Courts and the Building Commissioner 
reports that twice that sum will have to be spent in order to make 
it longer habitable. >, 

THE OLD CITY HALL A MENACE TO HEALTH. 

The old City Hall is not only a municipal “eye sore’ but is a standing 
menace to the health of the entire city. The Health Department which 
should stand for all that is sanitary and healthful among the city’s in- 
stitutions is housed in a foul, odorous and vermin-reeking old building 
which was used only a few winters ago for quarantine purposes during 
the smailpox epidemic. Between the two wings of the old building the 
ambulance horses are kept in constant readiness for service. The stable 
odors combined with frequent odors from fumigation make its noise and 
atmosphere disgusting to the least sensitive. 

The old ugly red brick building was erected 5 years ago as a City 
Hall, but it long since became an offense to the eye and nose and should 
be superseded by a modern, well-equipped building comensurate with ‘the 
needs of so important a function of the city government as caring for 
the health of its people. 

COMPTROLLER PLAYER’S WARNING. 

In his annual report for 196, Comptroller Player says: “The citizens 
of St. Louls must face the alternative of authorizing the issue of bonds

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FREIGHT TRAFFIC 
OFFICIALS HERE 


One Hundred Men Connected 
With the Baltimore & 
Ohio on a Visit, 


TALKING OF TERMINALS 


Road Is ‘Considering Duplica- 
tion of Cincinnati Im- 
provement Here. 


The visit of the large party of freight 
traffic officials of the Baltimore & Ohio 
to St. Louis at this time has more in 
it that is significant than goes generally 
with visits of traffic officials for the 
purposes of inspection of property. The 
announcement has been made that Vice- 
president George F.. Randolph, head of 
the traffic department of the system, 
who accompanies the hundred or more 
chief freight traffic oiucials on this trip, 
will take two days in St. Louis in which 
to confer with shippers and business 
men relative to the local situation and 
the business of the line. 

The business men of-this city are in- 
terested in the plans of the Baltimore & 
Ohio to build a freight terminal in St. 
Louis. It is understood that this idea 
ig in the mind of Vice-president Ran- 
dolph and that he wants to know what 


the business men can offer in the way 
of shipments that will justify the ex- 
penditure. 

One plan that has received a ra 
of the railway officials as Sulla ne 
business men of the city who are con- 
versant with the plan of construction 
and operation of tne Cincinnati freight 
terminal of the Baltimore & Ohio is 
that of duplication of that terminal in 
St. Louis. That terminal cost over 
$2,000,000. The building is 1300 feet long, 
five stories high and fireproof. The 
lower floor is used for the system of 
tracks and sheds, the capacity being 60 
— inbound and 65 cars outbound per 
ay. 

The building is subdivided into four 
Systems of warehousing and storage on 
the upper fioors, including a bonded 
Government warehouse. In these ware- 
houses the requisites of al] kinds of 
perishable property for storage in the 
way of moisture or dryness and de- 
grees of heat or cold are adjusted. 


Conditions Are Similar. 


The storeage warehouse was  con- 
structed in order to meet in Cincinnati 
the situation that is presented in St. 
Louis. The great wholesale establish- 
ments were leaving the low lands near 
the river, which was being absorbed by 
the railroads, and there was a demand 
for warehouse room on the line of ship- 
ping. The result was that the Balti- 
more & Ohio plant was a paying propo- 
sition from the first—to such an extent 
that additions to it were proposed be- 
fore it had been in operation a year. 

It is a freight terminal of this char- 
acter that the railway officials favor, 
in the event of a decision to build in 
this city. and it is expected that the 
conferences with business men of St. 
Louis will relate to plans that would be 
desirable as well as remunerative in the 
— of freight terminal buildings in St. 
souis, 

The Baltimore & Ohio freight officials 
will arrive in a special train over the 
Illinois Central road from . Chicago 
Thursday morning at 8 o’clock and will 
return to the East by way of Cincin- 
nati Friday night. 

About the only information that has 
leaked out concerning the probable lo- 
cation of the proposed new Baltimore 
& Ohio freight terminal in St. Louis 
was heard several weeks ago, when it 
was said that an inquiry for property 
for that purpose had been made on be- 
half of the railroad company west of 
Broadway in the vicinity of Carr street. 
Later it was stated that the friendly re- 
lations between the B. & O. and the 
Vandalia might result in. the building 
of a freight terminal by one, with the 
other as a permanent tenanf. .

What other significance can be given to the ad- 
dress of Ex-Gov. David R. Francis at the State 
Democratic convention in Jefferson City, in which he 
unequivocally indorsed the presidential candidacy of 
William J. Bryan for 1908. Mr. Francis eulogized 
Mr. Bryan as “a sincere lover of humanity and a 
- patriotié citizen of the United States,” and declared 

that “the differences that have divided the Democ- 
racy exist no longer.” : 

These words from the Missouri leader of the Dem- 
ocratic revolt against Bryan and free silver 10 years 
ago are a special cause for wonder. They come on 
the heels of other significant utterances, such, for in- 
stance, as that of Delancey Nicol at the meeting 
of the Democratic Club in New York, in which he 
eulogized Mr. Bryan and hinted that he might be the 
choice of the conservative Democrats as the means 
of escaping from the Hearst menace. 

But what will be the basis of union of the Cleve- 
land and Bryan elements of the Democracy on. Mr. 
Bryan’s candidacy’? Of course the free silver issue 
is so far eliminated that we can hardly expect Mr. 
Bryan will insist on a reiteration of his position on 
a question which has been dead so long. But there 
is still room for differences. Will conservatism ad- 
vance, or will radicalism be trimmed? Mr. Bryan 
can hardly expect to hold all of the elements that 
supported him in the past unless he takes advanced 
ground on public questions, especially upon those is- 
sues in which President Roosevelt is cutting the 
ground from under his feet. It is not at all probable 
that the radical Democrats who have supported 
Bryan. in the past will accept a compromise with 
conservatism on such questions as the currency, the 
trusts, and public ownership.

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JUSTICE AND INJUSTICE. 

Americans must own that the comments of Ger- 
man and English newspapers on American business 
methods are just—where they apply. The injustice 
appears in the evident suspicion that the doings of 
the “system” are approved or even winked at by 
the majority of the people; that is that the prac- 
tices of bosses, grafters and swindlers are char- 
acteristic of American life. 

The truth is that they are mere abuses of. a lib- 
eral system of social and political life, a system 
which, an experiment in 1787, has grown to be a 
well established mode and is, on the whole, sturdy, 
healthy and moral. 

Progress has been rapid of late years; problems 
have arisen in quick succession which require ex- 
perience and thought to solve. We have been taken 
by surprise, 80 to speak, and public control of in- 
dividual acts has in many cases been lost through 
sheer confusion of mind. We do not know exactly 
what to do. 

But that something ‘must be done is admitted. And 
the people who have been most successful in dealing 
with troublesome questions in the past are not likely 
to be defeated in dealing with the problems of law- 
lessness in high places. 

This confusion is illustrated by the uncertainty as 
to the meaning of the New York law which makes 
the taking and spending of trust funds larceny if 
for any purpose other than that defined in the trust 
itself. The cunning of rascals has outrun the wis- 
dom of lawmakers, Examples might be multiplied to 
prove that the law is behind the times, not because 
we have been sluggish, indifferent or corrupt, but be- 
cause events have moved more swiftly than thought. 

Let foreigners condemn the evil practices of Amer- 
ican adventurers as severely as they will, they will 
not condemn them more severely than Americans 
themselves. And they) may rest assured that the 
remedy will be found and applied with characteristic 
American shrewdness, thoroughness and justice.

Heir to $50,000,000 Estate |

PITTSBURG, Pa., June 6.—Thomas 
O'Conner Jones, assistant general man- 


ager of the Jones and Laughlin Steel 
Co., committed suicide, fearing insan- 
ity. He was just entering his thirty- 


sixth year, was many times a million- 
aire and sole heir to a fortune estl- 
mated at probably $59,000,000, and was 
unquestionably the social leader of 
Pittsburg’s most exclusive set. 

The young man sent a bullet through 
his brain at 4 o’clock Tuesday morning 
in his suite of apartments at the Hotel 
Schenley. His mother, who occupied an 
adjoining room, had been talking with 
him but a few moments before. She 
reached his bedside as he gasped for 
breath, and before Dr. McKennan, a 
famous nerve specialist, who has been 
constantly attending him, could be sum- 
moneda from another room, the young 
man was dead. : 

Not a scratch of a pen was left to 
tell why he did the deed. He was un- 
conscious when his mother reached his 
side, and he uttered no word before he 
died. How he got the revolver with 
which he ended his life is a mystery, as 
his mother had failed to find it a few 
hours before, while packing their 
trunks, preparatory to taking him to 
Cambridge Springs. 

That his suicide was premeditated is 
evident by the fact that he used the 
greatest care to make a complete job 
of it. The revolver he used was a cheap 
hammerless one, not such a weapon 
as a man of his wealth would have 
about him, and this leads the Coroner 
to believe that he paid some person to 
smuggle it into his room: 

No Woman in Case, 

Jones, a cousin, said: ‘‘He has 
been ill for some time, suffering from 
nervous disorder. He had been having 
trouble with his eyes and feared that he 
would go blind: He also feared that his 
nervous trouble would drive him insane. 
These are the only reasons that we 
know of for his taking his life, It is one

instance in which. you can truthfully 
state that there was no woman in the 
case.”’ 


Both in a social and a business way 
Thomas O’Connor Jones was one of the 
most prominent young men in Pittsburg 
ang had everything for a yOung man to 
live for. He was the only child of the 
late George W. Jones of the firm of 
Jones & Laughlin, in which he was 
prominently interested. This corporation 
is the greatest independent steel con- 
cern in the United States and the only 
formidable rival of the Steel Trust. 

George W. Jones died about, twenty 
years ago, leaving all of his fortune to 
his wife and. their only child, Thomas 
O'Conner Jones. Just how much this 
fortune amounted to has never been 
known. When the late B. F. Jones, an 
uncle of the suicide, died a couple of 
years ago, his fortune was estimated at 
$70,000,000. The estate of his brother, 
George, is thought to be almost as valu- 
able. Conservativelv. it ie estimated at 
$50,000,000. 

Mrs. Jones, the mother of the young 
man, married Dr. F. P. Murdock, a well: 
known physician, formerly of Boston, 
several years ago. They have no chil- 
dren. 

Young Jones was considered the most 
eligible young bachelor of Pittsburg. 
He was much sought after, and none of 
the smart social functions were com- 
plete without him. It was he who al- 
ways led the cotillions, and he was ush- 
er and best man at all the fashionable 
weddings in the city. He was a member 
of the Pittsburg University and Alle- 
gheny Country clubs in this city, and 
was also a member of many clubs in 
New York City.
